DISMISSAL OF INDICTMENTS AGAINST JAMES- 
TOWN LAYERS FINALLY SETTLES MATTER. 

Is Third Decision to Hold that Method of Wagering 
at Norfolk Track Involves No Violation of 
the Virginia Anti-Bookmaking Statute. 



Norfolk. Va., April 17. — Racing in Virginia scored 
a decided victory on Saturday night when Justice 
Carmine dismissed all of the twelve indictments 
recently returned by the Norfolk County grand jury 
for a further and liual test of the Virginia auti- 
hookmaking statutes in connection with betting on 
the .Jamestown Jockey Club’s track. 

The indictments included two against tin* racing 
association represented by James E. Prince as presi- 
dent: two against Rob Levy as lessee of the track, 
and one each against eight layers. 

Much interest centered in the outcome, and there 
was a large crowd present at the trial. The case 
was hard fought throughout, but the defense offered 
lio testimony, resting its ease entirely upon the 
state’s evidence, which they alleged to be iiisuttici 
••lit . There was no evidence to show actual viola* 
lions of the statute as construed by Magistrate Car- 
mine. 

The state is without appeal and there can be no 
further molestation of the present meeting, which 
will terminate April 20. 

This action of Justice Carmine is in harmony with 
the previous “decision of his colleague. Magistrate 
Raekus. that the mode of lotting at the Jamestown 
irack is not a violation of the statute against gamb- 
ling. ihjoI selling and iKiokmaking. 

The decision will have a sweeping effect on rac- 
ing in tills state. It means tliai any race track 

rail be opened with betting conducted without tickets 
in exchange for money, and minus the bookmaker’s 
paraphernalia of stands, blackboards, etc. Tims any 
track in Virginia may hold race mcciiugs with 
lxdting from April 1 to November 30 each year. 
The other months are closed to the sport. 

Racing is extremely popular in tills hicality. The 
recent passage of a lull permitting ladling at the 
1 racks of West Virginia shows the trend of opinion 
in that state in respect to the si*>rt. In Virginia, 
particularly in this section of the state, racing is 
warmly advocated by the business men. boards of 
trade, bankers, brokers and hotel keepers. 

Men who were anxious to patronise the course 
either as speculators or layers have been bolding 
back as they did not care to become involved in the 
meshes of the law. Now that the courts have 
finally decided that a person may place a wager 
and another may accept it. the attendance will im- 
mediately increase, it is predicted. 

'Phc program offered by the Jamestown Jockey 
t’lub this afternoon was. in its original shape, a 
fairly good one. but when tin* horsemen got through 
scratching, it had been riddled. Seven of the ten 
entered in the third race were scratched, while 
three of the seven in tin* fourth race were with- 
drawn, six in the lifth ami eight in the sixth. The 
racing was fairly good, a majority of the tint sites 
linding tin* wiuitcrs under hard drives. The going 
was still lumpy and in spots it was deep anti holding. 
Under the circumstances the talent fared well, the 
winners in all hut the second race finding strong 
support. Two of them. Capsize and High Private, 
were favorites. Babbler, at 2 to 5. and Rab.v Wolf, 
at 7 to in. were among the beaten favorites. The 
tightest linish of the afternoon came with the 
ninniug of the second race. In which Aindogizo heat 
Smirk a head. This was the race in which Babbler 
started. Smirk showed a flue, turn of speed in the 
early stages and led until the closing strides, when 
Apologize managed to get Ids bead in front. 

Live Wire was supposed to be a “good thing” in 
ids race, but proved a disappointment. He broke 
well enough, but sulked and at no time during the 
running would, he move up to tin* leaders, although 
he appeared to be going along easily enough. High 
Private led throughout, but at the end ho had to 
In* hard ridden to stall off determined opposition 
from The Golden Butterfly, which made a determined 
effort in the stretch. Little Olsen let go her head 
at a critical moment when lie drew his whip, and 
the Ally stumbled. Had lie ln*en content to keep 
baud riding. The Golden Butterfly might have beaten 
High Private. At all events the latter’s victory 
was not the easy thing his connections looked for. 

During the running of the styrond race James Blute 
acted as starting judge. Frank Gardner being re- 
lieved of bis duties so as to enable biui to saddle 
Babbler. 

Several of the horsemen racing here have on- 
iioum-cd their intention of shipping to Louisville 
at the conclusion of the Pimlico meeting. Among 
them is James Fitzsimmons, who will ship the good 
three year-olds Via t feta via and Sandhill to Churchill 
Downs. Jockey McCabey will accompany Mr. Fitz- 
simmons. 

Anteiior came out of his last race a lame horse. 
The eolt spread his foot during the running and 
will lie on the shelf for a month or six weeks. 

Mortimer Mahouey will leave for Louisville tomor- 
row to inspect the machines used at Churchill Downs 
for pari-iuutucl betting. There will be three mutuel 
machines in use at Pimlico this spring, while they 
will be used exclusively at Woodbine track. Toronto. 

Jockey Callahan was suspended for three days 
for cutting off Moiicreif at the start of the fifth 
race.

and Passage Over Veto Is Probable. 



Denver. C**L. April 17. — Governor Sha froth today 
vetoed tin- Comfortli Slate Fair and Horse Racing 
bill ami thereby aroused the indignation of the lmsi- 
ness # interests of Deliver and the state. The measure 
passed l*oth lioiises with little opposition. It pro- 
vided for the pari-mutuel system of betting. Ho- 
race associations t<* receive five |m*i* cent, of the 
receipts as commission. Governor Shafroth vetoed 
the measure without giving its friends a chance to 
show why lie should sign it. and did not do Senator 
Comfortli. who is a Republican, tin* courtesy to 
consult him before rejecting the measure. 

Governor Shafroth is accused of taking his cue 
in the premises from a delegation of ministers who 
called upon him Saturday ami declare* l the state 
was going to the dogs. Not one of these- ministers, 
it developed afterward, had read tin* bill. There is 
a very strong possibility that lioth houses will pass 
the bill over the governor's veto. When Governor 
ShifTroth was informed of this, lie declared that he 
would not appoint a race -commission unless com- 
pelled to do so by mandamus proceedings iu the 
courts. 

In his veto message Governor Shafroth said: “I 

regard this bill as in violation of the constitution 
and moral law. ami I want to say that if you pass 
it over my veto I will never appoint a ‘racing com- 
mission.’ suvli as it provides for. until 1 am com 
|m‘ 1 led to ilo so by the writ of mandamus issued by 
the highest court of the land.”
